To our Friends and Patrons and the Trade in General : 


In presenting our Annual Geranium Catalogue for 1906, we are pleased 
to announce that owing to the increased interest manifested by the general 
public in Geraniums, and the greater demand thereby created, we have found 
it necessary to again increase our growing facilities for the coming season. 

In order to meet this demand we have planted over 18,000 stock plants 
of our standard varieties, and have over 4,000 stock plants of our novelties 
and new varieties, all in the best possible condition to produce cuttings dur- 
ing the entire season. 

Our stock of standard varieties entirely fills two houses, each 210x30 feet, 
planted in solid beds, and will give us the best grade of fairly hard-wooded 
cuttings that it will be possible to produce; these are not put into the sand 
but are potted at once in 2-inch pots, thereby saving the cost of that extra 
work and enabling us to sell at a lower price, in fact almost as low as rooted 
euttings can be sold for, besides giving our customers a better growing plant. 

We send out a good strong plant, from three to five inches high, stocky 
and well-rooted. 

We fully appreciate the fact that the florist, as well as any other busi- 
ness man, to make a success, must carry stock fully up to that high stand- 
ard of excellence to which the flower-buying public is being daily educated. 
To this end we have, in selecting our varieties, selected those that were the 
best in their various different classes, and have discarded all varieties which 
we do not consider up to the standard of the wonderful improvement in color, 
size of florets and truss, habits and constitution, and, in fact, all the essen- 
tial points that go toward the making of perfect Geraniums. All our past ex- 
perience has been thrown into this selection, and to-day we fully believe that 
our collection is the equal of, if not superior to, any in this country, so far as 
covering the field of useful varieties. 

We take all possible pains to keep every variety separate and true to name. 

Our packing is done by experienced men. The plants are wrapped in paper 
with moss at the roots. When the weather will permit they are packed up- 
right in slatted crates; in cold weather they are packed in paper-lined boxes 
in such a way as will carry them safely to any part of the country. 

We do a strictly wholesale business, not growing any plants to sizes suitable 
for the retail trade. 

Our terms are cash with order; we do not have time to keep books, and at 
the price we sell we cannot take any risk. 

We aim to get new customers and keep old ones, and by honorable dealings 
to satisfy both our customers and ourselves. 

To all who are interested in horticulture we extend a cordial invitation to 
visit our establishment at any time and to inspect our stock, feeling confident 
that they will find it up to the highest standard of perfection that it is possi- 
ble to attain.
